Pursuant to the requirements of 37 C.F.R. § 1.56, Applicants now submit a list of 
documents known to Applicants or Applicants' attorneys. In view of the Federal Circuit Court of 
Appeals' decision in McKesson Information Solutions, Inc. v. Bridge Medical Inc., 487 F.3d 897 
(Fed. Cir. 2007), Applicants also provide a list of documents from the prosecution of foreign 
patent applications. 

Applicants have not included copies of cited U.S. patents or published U.S. patent
